The overwhelming success of the 


measure, however, is believed to 
have been responsible in part for the 
defeat of five other constitutional 
measures, including a soldier bonus. 


In only three counties, according to 
reports, was the election wholly pre- 
vented. These were Cimarron and 
Harper where the non-arrival of sup- 
plies made balloting impossible and 
Delaware, where the civil authori- 
ties barred the election in compliance 
with Governor Walton's order.

Affairs of Nations to be Dis­ 
cussed at London This 
Month 
y 


London, Oct. 3.—The Im perial Con­ 
ference, to deal with politicul, eco­ 
nomic, naval and other m atters of 
importance throughout the 
empire, 
convenes in this city in October and 
will continue for about two months. 
T he.m eetings of the 
cojifercme 
dealing with political m atters will be 
held under the presidency 
of 
the 
B ritish Prime Minister, Stanley Bald­ 
win. Represent"*K'es of the govi rn- 
ir.ents of Canada, India, Austral:.a. 
New Zealand, South Africa, 
N< w- 
foundland and Ireland wiH parliu- 
pate. 
Among the Im portant subjects to 
be discussed is the naval situation 
resulting from the W ashington Arm­ 
ament Comference. Consideration also 
will be given to arrangem ents for 
future cooperation between the Im­ 
perial and Dominion governments in 
all branches of defense. 
O ther Subjects on the agenda 
in­ 
clude: 
The main issues of Imperial 
policy; problems of foreign policy: 
naval, m ilitary and a ir defences; ca­ 
ble, wireless and mail services; in­ 
ter-im perial communications by air, 
land and sea. 
The prime m inisters of the empire 
and their m inisterial colleagues on 
the Imperial Conference will all be 
ex-officio membera of the Economic 
Conference, which they will attenif 
on such occasions as they, or any 
of them, may deem to be necessary. 
It is even possible th a t sometimes 
the two Conferences may be merged 
into one, as, for instance, when the 
Imperial Conference desires to diiK 
cuss m atters in the presence of its 
expert advisers. 
This is the first tim e an Economic 
^Gonference has been called together 
in connection with an Imperial Con­ 
ference, 
The Economic Conference 
will be composed chiefly of experts 
in m atters of finance, trade, defence, 
etc., and will be, in the main, an ad­ 
visory- body whose reports and rec­ 
ommendations will hjive to come be­ 
fore the Impe'rial Conference. 
N otw ithstanding 
this 
somewhat 
formidable agenda, the social side of 
the conference will not be neglected. 
There will be a reception at No. 10 
Downing Street by Prime M inister 
BaMwin as president ex-officio of 
the Conference; the .Secretary 
of 
State for the Colonies, the Duke of 
Devonshire as Vice-President, and by 
other B ritish ministers. 
Among the ceremonies in prospect 
is a banquet to be given by the 
King at Buckingham Palace. Several 
prom ineut public- bodies in London 
will entertain the visitors at public 
.dinners, and they will be the guests 
of the government a t an official din­ 
ner.
